PARLIAMENT GETS 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR TWO 
NEW UNIVERSITIES 

Parliament’s Church and Educa¬ 
tion Committee has in two unanim¬ 
ous reports recommended develop¬ 
ment of new universities in Trom- 
so, North Norway, and in Trond¬ 
heim, central Norway. The com¬ 
mittee also unanimously favors the 
Government proposal to locate 
Norway’s third medical school at 
the university in Tromso. At the 
same time, the Committee calls 
on Parliament to make a decision 
in principle that a fourth medical 
school be built at the university 
in Trondheim when this becomes 
feasible with due regard to the 
personnel situation, other re¬ 
sources, and development of the 
medical school at Tromso. 


The first vocational school for 
reindeer herding in Norway is 
scheduled to start at Ra, in Kvae- 
' fjord, next fall. Government plans 
for the 10-month course were re¬ 
cently approved by Norwegian 
Reindeer Herding Lapp’s National 
Association. 


The subterranean Hunderfoss 
power station, in Gudbrandsdal, 
Norway, will again be open to the 
general public. Last summer more 
than 4,000 persons visited the rock- 
embedded station. 


“Perminalen”, a newly opened 
home and recreation centre for 
Norwegian GI’s on leave in Oslo, 
accommodates 216 cnscripts and 
permanent defense persnnel. It 
also has parlor with TV, reading 
room, writing room, hobby room, 
and a 120-seat cafeteria. 


,An anthology of world poetry 
through four thousand years was 
published by Det Norske Samla- 
get, Oslo, as part of its centennial 
celebration. The volume’s 500- 
double-column pages contain some 
800 poems by over 300 authors 
from 20 countries, recreated into 
New Norwegian by 64 poet-trans¬ 
lators.
